Article 2. To see if the Town will 
vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
such sums of money as may be necessary to 
pay Town bills in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
fifty dollars ($50.00) to lease a parcel of 
land for fifty years at the rate of one 
dollar per year from the New Hampshire Water 
Resources Board. Said land being located at 
the Southerly side of the dam on Lovell Lake 
as shown on the Lovell Lake Dam Plan of the 
New Hampshire Water Resources Board. 
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Article 4. To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
#116,427.65 to defray Town charges, as sub- 
mitted by the Budget Committee. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,500.00 to refund the gift of the Spauld- 
ing-Potter Trust, given for the purpose of 
the Town Beach.

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REPORT OF THE GAFNEY LIBRARY, INC. 
For the Year 1968 


Gafney Library, Inc. is avital community 
service. You can be justly proud of its 
achievements. 


Circulation for 1968 totaled 14,416, an 
increase of 1,968 over 1967 figures. 816 
volumes were added during the year. Total 
books on the shelves, 7,202 (5,651 adult and 
1,551 juvenile). Gafney now has arecord col- 
lection totaling 111, thanks to the gener- 
osity of Columbia Records, R.C.A. and private 
donations. These are loaned to adults on the 
Same basis as the books. The library alsohas 
a collection of fine books specially printed 
in large type for people with failing sight. 
These were contributed by the State Library 
as part of a special service to the physi- 
cally handicapped. More of these books can 
be borrowed from the Bookmobile onits quart-— 
erly calls. 


Bookmobile books borrowed during the 
year totaled 2977, plus 163 borrowed by re- 
quest from the State Library. 


There are 38 Life Members of Gafney 
Library. Annual membership totaled 44. The 
$1.00 annual membership is entirely on a 
voluntary basis. 


At the September Annual Meeting, Trus- 
tee Mr. Arthur Burleigh was re-elected 
President, Trustee Mr. Horace Richter, 
Vice President, Trustee Mr. Alden Young, 
Treasurer, Librarian Mrs. Luther MacBrien, 
Secretary. Directors are Mr. Richard Zarse 
and Mrs. Roland Hughes. Mr. Samuel Paul is 
Town Library Trustee. Meetings are held 
once each month. 
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Storytime during the months of July 
and August was again conducted be Miss 
Eleanor Eastman and Mrs. Hazel MacBrien and 
approximately 44 children enjoyed this in- 
teresting hour. 


Friends of Wakefield Libraries again 
gave a donation for children's books, this 
year in the amount of $150.00, which was 
realized from the Summer Book Sale. The 
money was used to purchase a 51 set edition 
of the individual states and District of 
Columbia, together with a variety of other 
fine juvenile non-fiction.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
DISTRICT CHIEF 


People cause fires. Our records show 
that the number of fires increase in anarea 
as the population increases and our state is 
growing tremendously. This means that we all 
must be aware of fire causes and do our best 
to prevent their occurence. 


When we are very young the lighted 
matches is an adventure, burnt fingers and a 
dropped match is another: fire. A little older 
we like to have a woodland cookout, or go out 
by ourselves for a smoke but fire and forests 
get together for another statistic. We adults 
like to clean up in the spring, burn the old 
debris and the dead grass, result - escaped 
fires and much personal expense. 


With new homes and summer cottages lo- 
cated in woodlands and with abandoned fields 
and forests crowding the back yard of our 
villages' streets, it is necessary that every- 
one be aware all through the fire season, 
which comes with the disappearance of the snow, 
of the need to be careful with outdoor fires 
and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 


1. To teach our children the danger of 
lighted matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking 
material from a car or while walk- 
ing through fields or woods. 
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3. To safely dispose of rubbish pre- 
ferably at the town dump. If you 
must burn - 


a. You need a written permit from 
the town fire warden for all 
debris burning except when the 
ground is covered with snow. 
Cooking fires in outdoor fire- 
places or in charcoal brasiers 
in your own back yard is per- 
mitted on notification of the 
warden. 


b. The warden is forbidden by reg- 
ulation to allow burning of 
household rubbish on grass by 
householders between 9:00 A.M. 
and 5:00 P.M. 


c. Have equipment on hand to con- 
trol the fire before you light 
the match. 


4. Promptly report any fire out of con- 
trol to your fire warden or fire de- 
partment.

As time passes, there seems to be little 
diminution in the size, number, or complex- 
ity of problems facing public education on 
any level of government, national, state, 

or local. Included among these are financing 
housing, teacher recruitment, and, most im- 
portant, maintaining a reasonable level of 
educational opportunity for our young people. 


In New Hampshire, the problem of financing 
is most acute, as_so.great a portion of the 
burden falls upon the local community, in 
contrast with the situation in other states. 
At this writing, there seems little likei- 
hood that this burden will be reduced by the 
creation of other sources of school monies, 
yet the prices of goods and services for ed- 
ucation continue to rise. To date, the voters 
and taxpayers have risen to the task of pro- 
viding a good school system for the commun- 
ity, and is being requested to continue to 
do so. If this office could be granted one 
wish for the advancement of education in 
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New Hampshire, then, we would wish that the 
existing statuted be implemented financia- 
lly one hundred per cent by the general 
court now in session. 


In closing, we would like to express our 
appreciation for the cooperation received 
from the local citizens, board, and pro- 
fessional staff of the Wakefield School Dis- 
trict.

The 1967-68 school year at the Wake- 
field schools saw five new teachers added 
to the faculty in September. Mrs. Diane 
Howgate was assigned to the ist and 2nd 
grade in Union. Mrs. Mary Wiggin, ateacher 
in Wolfeboro for several years, was assign- 
ed to the 3rd grade at the Union School. 


At the Paul School Mrs. Patience 
Althoff, who had previously taught in Spring- 
field, Mass. and Madison, N.H., was hired 
for grade 4. While beginning teachers, Ross 
LaZar and Nathan Howgate were assigned to 
grades 5 and 7 respectively. 


Mr. LaZar resigned from his position 
in January. 


With the teacher shortage the way it 
is, we were very fortunate to establish a 
sound nucleus of experienced teachers to the 
staff.
